1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in light of the amendment filed 
on December 16, 2003 (Paper No. 8) and further examination of the art of record, it has been decided that 
the art considered as a whole, alone or in combination, neither anticipates nor renders obvious the claimed 
container plug attaching device comprising a plug transport chute having a delivery opening disposed 
adjacent a head of a reciprocating plug transfer member and means for reciprocatively extending the head 
of the transfer member through the chute opening to transfer a plug from the chute an anvil projection.
